The grand jury, which convened in 
special session, was called by State 
Attorney-General Oscar L. Heltzen 
after it was discovered that the kill- 
ings and consequent capture of the 
rum craft had occurred witbin the 3- 
mile limits of Rhode Island. 

Despite the fact that the case has 
attracted nation-wide interest, less 
than 100 persons were in the court- 
room when the jury announced it had 
reached a decision.

DE IN PISTOL BATTLE 


Robbers, Trapped in House, 
Find Guns Blocking 
Escape. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—(/)—Two 
robbers and a detective were killed 
early today as the robbers rushing 
from an apartment they had just 
held up ran into a police squad that 
had responded to a burglar alarm. A 
third: robber, who barricaded himself 
in the apartment house hallway, was 
routed by tear bombs and captured. 

The three bandits, in entering the 
first floor apartment of Harry Su- 
cherman, set off a burglar alarm in 
the adjoining apartment of Sucher- 
man’s brother, Joseph, who called 
police. 

The robbers were at work on a 
wall safe in the Sucherman flat, after 
lining up Sucherman’s family at the 
point of pistols, when a police squad 
car roared up in front of the building. 

With escape cut off in front, the 
robbers ran to a rear window. They 
saw Detective Jerry Murphy cutting 
off their flight. ne of them fired 
three shots, and Murphy dropped, fa- 
tally wounded. 

Attempting to get out by the front 
door, the robbers were met by blazing 


police guns. — returned the fire, 
and Lieutenant ward Conroy fell, 
wounded in the shoulder. 

The robbers retreated. Tear bombs 
were tossed into the apartment build- 
ing hallway to rout the gunmen.

Group Considers Contracts 
To Compel Payment of 
Prevailing Rate. 


ST. PETERSBURG. Fla., Jan. 14. 
()—Discussions centering on the fed- 
eral government’s building construe- 
tion program, with reference to em- 
ployment of organized labor, and the 
proposed erection of a memorial to the 
late Samuel Gompers, labor leader, 
featured today’s short session of the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor here. 

The council decided to give serious 
consideration to proposed enactment 
of legislation compelling contractors 
receiving contracts for government 
buildings to post bond guarantecing 
that they will pay the prevailing wage 
scale to laborers, whether union or 
non-union, William Green, president, 
reported. 

Council members were informed 
that under the present government 
construction program, where contracts 
are let to the lowest bidder, contrac- 
tors have employed laborers at a 
scale, in some instances, lower than 
the prevailing union scale. The pro- 
nosed legislation probably will be 
sought, President Green said, as a 
protection to organized labor. 

“We stand in favor of a program 
similar to the one now in use by the 
United, States navy providing a navy 
wage “board which gathers data and 
fixes its wage scale for laborers em- 
ployed on government construction 
jobs,” President Green said. 

In regard to the proposed memorial 
to the late Mr. Gompers, who served 
as president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor for 43 years, President 
Green reported that between $110,000 
and $115,000 already has been donated 
by national and international labor 
bodies for construction of the monu- 
ment,

Power Company. 

Testifying that opposition to gov- 
ernment ownership was a compara- 
tively small item in his association's 
campaigu to win nationwide public 
good will, Arkwright enumerated to 
the commission a large number of 
causes for public irritation against 
utilities and many ways in which such 
ill will night undermine the structure 
of the entire industry. 

He said that the advegtising and 
publicity campaigus undertaken di- 
rectly by the association or encour- 
aged by it bad resulted in great im- 
provement in the public attitude to- 
ward electric power companies dur- 
ing the past few years, facilitating 
economical conduct of business and 
easier financing of expansion. 

The industry’ 
quires about $850,000,000 of new cap- 
ital, Arkwright testified. 

Utility executives, hé said, had been 
drawn from the ranks of engineers 
who have no interest in public opin- 
ion, and as long as no specific effort 
was made to give to the public the 
facts relating to the industry, it stood 
charged with secretiveness. Invest- 
ment bankers looking for a market for 
power securities were foremost in 
urging the N, E. L, A. to undertake 
public relations work, he said. 

Arkwright, the only witness to take 
the stand on behalf of the utilities 
which a week ago began presentation 
of evidence to answer the material ac- 
cumulated by the commission during 
two years of hearings, reserved his 
defense of specific activities ‘which 
had been particularly assailed for the 
last of his testimony.

POPULARITY OF CARBON MON. 
OXID POISONING, 


The effects of tobacco are not mere- 
ly those of nicotine. Other substances 
are unquestionably concerned. For 
one thing, carbon monoxid is present 
in tobacco smoke. Armstrong, a Brit- 
ish investigator, found that cigaret 
smoke contained 1 per cent of carbon 
monoxid; Dixon, another British in- 
vestigator, demonstrated that the 


blood of a cigaret smoker might con- 


tain as much as 5 per cent ef carbon 
monoxid. Dixon concluded that the 
chief effects of cigaret smoking are 
due to the carbon monoxid poisoning, 
and the effects of cigar smoking are 
mainly due to nicotine. Bogen, Cin- 
cinnati, found the concentration of car- 
bon monoxid in the “mainstream” 
(the smoke puffed or sgcked into the 
mouth) varies with the rate of smok- 
ing, being greater when smoking is 
fast than when smoking is slow; like- 


wise the amount of nicotine. 


Still another British investigator, 
Roileston, found that the smoke from 
a pipe contains the most nicotine, that 
from a cigar less and that from a 
cigaret the least of all. I am sorry 
to broadcast this, for I don’t believe 
it is so, but I must faithfully record 
the scientific data. Being fond of a 
pipe I like to think it is the least 
injurious form of smoking; if nicotine 
is the chief factor, maybe cigarets are 
the least injurious form of smoking; 
but in my opinion carbon monoxid is 
the chief factor of harm in tobacco 
smoke, and on that score pipe smoking 
is least harmful, cigar smoking more 
harmful and cigaret smoking most 
harmful. It remains for future scien- 
— investigation to settle the ques- 
ion. 

A woman aged 35 had smoked 20 to 
30 cigarets a day, yet had been in ap- 
parently good health for years. One 
day was seized with violent pain in 
the region of the heart and down the 
left arm. She was sent to hed and 
ordered to quit smoking. Similar, 


though milder pains occurred repeated- 
‘ly in the next week or two, but after 
/two or three months the pains ceased. 


For, leaving aside, for 
the moment, the unbreathable atmos- |

The doctor diagnosed “tobacco heart.” 
Sometimes it is a great deal worse’ 


than that, in fact heavy smokers are | 


not rarely stricken with angina pec- | 
toris (heart pang) itself. Tobacco, 
in excess constricts the finer arteries | 
and so brings on grave’ 
organic disease of the arteries and 


If temperate use of tobacco in any 
form were at all likely to have any of 
these sad consequences I should not 
mention it here. It is only excess that 
exposes the smoker to these serious 
consequences. , 

No matter whether rou chew, smoke 
or inhale it, you will derive the great- 
est pleasure from tobacco if you are 
temperate in its use. As soon as you 
begin to get into the habit of overin- 
duiging, your enjoyment diminishes 
and your health begins to decline. 
Perhaps you can’t quite realize that 
your health is on the decline, but that 
is because you are dumb about health. 
There is no question at all that slight 
excess in smoking invariably lowers 
one’s physical and mental efficiency— 
and that means health impairment, 
even if you can’t say just which or- 
gan is out of order. 

No minor shonld ever be permitted 
to use tobacco. But any healthy adult, 
male or female, may make temperate 
use of it without risk of health—if 


you know what I mean by temperate.

From Dr. Brittain, president of 
the school, I learn that Mr. and Mrs. 
Cloudman came to this city from New 
England many years ago. They pros- 
pered and accumulated with the pass- 
ing of the years a comfortable for- 
tune. Mr. Cloudman died first, leav- 
ing his property to his wife with the 
understanding that she would 
queath it at her death as she saw fit 
to educational and charitable institu- 
tions, and through Lawyer Ed L., 
Meyer it was directed to Georgia 
Tech. In other words, these two 
good people: recognized the right of 
the public to some part of the fortune 
secured through the good-will and 
kindness of the public. This common 
human gratitude is far less evidenced 
in the south than in the north and 
west. It is frequently stated that a 
man who has secured a fortune from 
his fellow-citizens is ashamed to die 
in New England without leaving 
something for Harvard or Yale. 


No such spirit as that has yet got- 
ten any general lodgment in southern 
psychology. Here and there comes a 
rare exception, but it is like finding 
an apple of gold in a bag of common 
potatoes.

There’s a Way to Get Even. 

But some of the other states have 
found the way to get even with those 
who have made wealth with the aid 
and co-operation of their fellow- 
citizé&ms and hung onto it almost 
savagely until Death pried their fin- 
gers loose and froze them forever. 

The method is to levy heavy death 
taxes upon their estates and strong 
inheritance taxes upon those who di- 
vide to themselves the unearned 
wealth, and those taxes they devote 
to the educational and eleemosynary 
institutions of the state. 

The state creates property, issues 
and guarantees titles to it, protects 
the use of it with her police and 
judicial forces—and is entitled to a 
big share of it when the accumulator 
and usufruct enjoyer dies; espé@cially 
does she deserve it more than a lot 
of heirs who did nothing to create the 
fortune,

There 
were four boats in the melee—our pa-

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CHINESE IN FAMINE 
ARCA TURN CANNIBAL 


Practice Unchecked as 
Thousands Starve to Death, 
Says Missionary. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 14.—(4)—Canni- 
-balism is practiced unchecked in the 
\famine-swept provinces of China, 
|George Andrews, a missionary from 
|Kansu province, told British and 
American missionaries in an address 
‘here, picturing scenes of almost un- 
i believable horror and death, 

“Stories of cannibalism are entirely 
' true,” Andrews said. “I witnessed 
‘many occasions where sufferers carved 
‘flesh from corpses, cooked and ate it. 
| “The authorities at first sought to 
| stop such practice, but later aban- 
}doned efforts to prevent it. One 
‘emaciated man haled before a magis- 
itrate and accused of cannibalism, 
answered ; 

*“*Why should I be punished for 
‘eating only what dogs are eating? 

| “The practice of selling children 
was stopped long ago because there 
| were no buyers. Children are lucky 
| if sold and provided means of life. 

; “In addition to famine, typhus 
jfever raged throughout the summer, 
killing uncounted numbers, including 
14 foreign mission relief workers.” 

Andrews’ himself suffered 
typhus. 

Although the Chinese Famine Re- 
lief statement from Veiping that 2 
008,000 persons had died of famine 
in Shensi province in eight months 
and 2,000,000 more were doomed to 
die within the aext few months in- 
dicated the acuteness of the situation 
in that province, Andrews said there 
were. still worse conditions in Kansu 
province. ° 

Commenting upon a recent Ameri- 
jcan Red Cross report in which inves- 
tigators stated that they considered 
jthat the famine was not primarily 
hoo sara of natural causes, , Andrews 
Said: 

“The Red Cross investigators were 
entirely correct so far as they went. 
However, they failed to see even the 
fringe of conditions that I have been 
witnessing for the past ten months. 
They barred humanitarian considera- 
tions which I cannot lay aside.” 

American missionaries in Shanghai 
said tonight that as a result of the 
China International Famine _ Relief 
committee’s investigations of the 
famine, a committee in New York had 
cabled asking that Shanghai Ameri- 
jeans form a representative committee 
prepared to “supervise expenditures of 
relief funds likely to be forthcoming.” 
The Shanghai American committee 
will be organized tomorrow. 

This was interpreted to mean that 
the New York committee had decided 
to renew its drive in America for 
funds.
